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z Our two young fishermen were never 
more intent on anything in their lives 
than what they are doing now. The 
smiles of satisfaction may represent 
the “fishers of men.” There is great 
reward in fishing especially when it’s 
the fulfilling of Christ’s command. 
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As the camp meeting season drew 
to a close this year, the records were 
checked and spiritual inventory was 
taken. Beyond question, the response 
of the District to the entire camp pro- 
gram was overwhelming.

All in all, it is felt that every effort 
spent this summer has been well 
worth while. And already plans are 
being laid for next summer when we 
expect another camp meeting season 
of spiritual blessing and physical rec- 
reation.

YOUTH CAMPS 


Records and impressions combine 
themselves together to create a clear 
picture of the 1960 Christ Ambas- 
sador Youth Camp Season. The re- 
cords reveal that just under 1000 
teenagers enjoyed the fun and fellow- 
ship of our five District Youth Camps.

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od’s children have been liken- 
G ed to sheep, fishermen, stars, 

athletes, trees, salt, but did 
you know that they also bear the 
characteristics of nails? Isaiah pro- 
phesys concerning God’s servant Eli- 
akim that God would “fasten him as 
a nail in a sure place.” (Is. 22:23). If 
one of God’s servants can be likened 
to a nail, then certainly there must be 
many more that would fill the descrip- 
tion. 

It is of unique interest to riote the 
words that are used concerning Eli- 
akim. God says, “I will fasten him as 
a nail in a sure place.” The most pri- 
mary lesson we must learn is that the 
nail never dictates where it will be 
used. It never chooses its place of 
usefulness. That is all left up to the 
carpenter who knows the plans of the 
building and He it is that chooses the 
right type and size of nail that will 
work best under each circumstance. 
And so it is with us and God! God 
has a full knowledge of all the world, 
the church, and the individual, as 
well as the relationship of time to 
eternity. 

We, as nails, are not to dictate to 
the Divine Carpenter what we shall

be or where we shall be used. Hear 
His instructions in this matter when 
He says, “But now hath God set the 
members EVERYONE OF THEM 
(and that means all) in the body as 
it hath pleased Him.” O, the discon- 
tent and the frustration that beseiges 
us until we learn this simple but dy- 
namic truth. None of us can possibly 
have our joy-cup overflowing as long 
as we are not willing for the Divine 
Carpenter to fasten us where He 
chooses. It’s only when we release our 
wills to Him to work in us “both to 
will and to do of His good pleasure” 
that well become truly satisfied. 


There should be no jumping out of 
the nail box or working ourselves loose 
from the place in which we have 
been put and finding a new place. 
God does the choosing and His choices 
are always the best. He chooses our 
very existence and chooses our posi- 
tion of usefulness. This is the secret 
of peace and contentment in the 
Spirit. The Spirit always seeks to 
flow in the will of God and you will 
only accomplish His will as you allow 
Him to fasten you. Then He will re- 
ceive glory because you have accepted 
His choice for yourself and His choice 
always brings glory. 

Further, a nail is not placed just 
anywhere, but it is placed where it 
is needed; where it will do the most 
good. Usually a nail is used where 
strain occurs or pressure is expected. 
Sometimes it is needed to restore a 
split. The Divine Carpenter places us 
just where we can be the most effec- 
tive and useful. There are times when 
we are needed in the building up of 
the church and there are other times 
when we must be used for repairing 
purposes. Possibly a paraphrasing of 
one of the beatitudes would help us 


right here. “Blessed are the peace- 
makers nails, for they shall be called 
the repairers of the bieae og 

Can you name a nail that is used 
that is not hit with a hammer? It 
seems that a nail is only useful as it 
is hit and so it follows that we are 
only useful as we submit to the force 
of every trial and testing that it might 
drive us deeper unto God. The stark 
truth is that nails must be hit on the 
head or they are being wrongly used! 
It’s so true that the Divine Carpenter 
has to hit our heads so many times 
before He can reach our hearts. If 
we can ever get anointed heads our 
hearts will follow. Our heads are so 
much a hindrance to faith. Let’s take 
the pounding as it comes and we'll 
find a new place in God. 

A good carpenter, working on fine 
wood that is hard, will drill a hole 
and wax the nail for a better job. Did 


you ever realize that the Lord is 


“touched with the feelings of .our in- 
firmities” and He knows just how 
much we can bear? He leads and 
guides us, and sends the Holy Spirit 
to go before and open up the way 
that there might be a greater glory 
to the finished product of the Heaven- 
ly Carpenter. 


A rusty nail is never as good to use 
as a new one. It’s hard to pound and 
it may leave a rust stain in the wood 
that will never come out. It sometimes — 
even damages the wood. It’s so im- 
portant that we maintain the victory 
in our souls, because if we don’t we 
can mar the work of the Divine Car- 
penter. It’s necessary to keep that new 
shiny appearance by diligent Bible 
study and prayer. Only as we fill our- 
selves with living truth and fellow- 
ship with God in heavenly places can 
we keep from rusting. 
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| ing material lays in

The ability to penetrate the build- 
the sharp point 
difficult to pound and often splits the 


wood. So much difficulty in the 


church would be avoided if the 
“nails” that are being used weren't 
dull. The “point” is the ability of the 
heart to be sensitive to the Holy 
Ghost. It’s when every other effort 
fails that the Holy Ghost is known to 
be the great unifier of the church. 
Keep your heart open and sensitive 
to the Holy Spirit. 


All who have ever driven nails 
know that occasionally one will bend. 
Then it has to be removed and ham- 
mered, not just on the head, but the 
very place that it bent so that it might 
be straight again. How much chasten- 
ing we would miss if we would flow 


with the will of God! How many ex- 


tra knocks we would be spared if we 
would stop resisting and yield to Him! 
How much easier it would be for us 
if we would fill our place by accept- 
ing His will rather than resisting Him, 
and then having to be withdrawn and 
straightened! 


There are several types of nails we 
might consider that have some char- 
acteristics from which we might draw 
a few lessons. Let us first consider 
the ordinary box nail. It is small and 


thinner than the common nail and is 


used primarily in crating. It is very 
common and useful but it is never 
found in the finest furniture or per- 
manent building. It always is seen 
and only holds boxes together that 
things might be carried in them. Have 
you ever noticed any box. nail Chris- 
tians around? They never do any- 
thing without wanting to be noticed! 


You always have to pat them on the 
back and give them a little promin- 
ence or they are soon missing. The 


Divine Carpenter is not looking for 


anyones ability. He is only concerned 
with our availability. Let’s offer Him 
ourselves unreservedly so whether we 
are seen or hidden, He'll be glorified. 


Have you ever seen a double head- 
ed nail? This kind is used in forming 
and is good only for a temporary job. 
It has two heads spaced a quarter of 
an inch or so apart and is pounded 
down to the level of the first head. 
Later when its usefulness is finished, 
the second head, that is still sticking 
out from the surface, is used to with- 
draw the nail. The Bible speaks of a 
double minded man. He is a tempor- 
ary Christian and God says he is “un- 
stable in all his ways.” This man can’t 
be used for a permanent work in 
building the kingdom so God uses 
him only once in awhile. 

Another peculiar type of nail is the 
cement nail. It’s dull and gritty and 
rough. It’s used when a nail with 
greater grip in porous or crumbly ma- 
terial is needed. God many times uses 
this type of Christian who has no 
glamour and polish, but has plenty of 
stick-to-itness to hold a crumbly sit- 
uation together. Thank God for so 
many cement nail Christians! They 
will have their reward in heaven. 

The common tack is useful when it 
is used the right side down! But, oh 
watch out when it has the whong side 
up! It harms and hurts then. There 
are some places with too many tack 
Christians lying around not accom- 
plishing anything, but oh, how they 
can stick you if you happen to sit on 
one of them! Possibly the reason for 


this is the very nature of the tack. It 
has been made for the purpose of be- 
ing walked on! That is not the easiest 
place to be fastened by the Divine 
Carpenter, but if He has placed you 
there He is more concerned about 
you being faithful right there than 
anything else you might want to do. 
He knows the right type of circum- 
stances in which to place you so that 
He can develop you and perfect you. 
If need be, then be a tack to be walk- 
ed on for Jesus’ sake. 

The last nail we will consider is the 
finish nail. It is used in varying sizes 
in the finest work. It is counter-sunk 
and filled over. When the work is fin- 
ished, this nail is never seen. This is 
characteristic of the Christian who 
delights only to do God’s will. How 
beautiful it is of the one who lives 
only for the glory of God, buried and 
hidden so that only Jesus is seen! 
John the Baptist was a finish nail 
Christian. He said it this way, “I must 
decrease and He must increase.” The 
Apostle Paul was one too, for he said 
it like this, “That I might be found 
in Him.” It’s to the honor of the nail 
when it fulfills its purpose, but does 
not attract any attention to itself. It’s 
an honor to the Divine Carpenter’s 
workmanship when the finished pro- 
duct has all its nails in their rightful 
places accomplishing what He desires 
of them. ° 

Are you willing to be a nail fasten- 
ed by God in whatsoever place he 
chooses? Will you let Him select that 
type of nail for your pattern of life 
that will best suit His purpose? If so, 
then God’s house will be builded for 
His glory!

An Interview with W. C. Peirce on this new 


Organization in Christian Education 


Dr. W. C. Peirce 


Johnson: Well, Brother Peirce, we 
have been glad to see you from time 
to time. Would you care to tell us 
what you have been doing? 

Peirce: I'll be glad to, Bro. Johnson. 
Three years ago I went to Seattle to 
help the Northwest Bible College in 
an emergency and agreed to stay for 
a year. But-the next year an emerg- 
ency arose, and they asked me to re- 
main on for the year as Dean of Edu- 
cation. It ended up with my remain- 
ing two years instead of one. 

Johnson: You mean you've resigned 
there, as of this time? 

Peirce: Yes, I resigned there at the 
beginning of last year, leaving at the 
end of that school term. I greatly en- 
joyed my work, and was happy to be 
able to stay to see the establishment 
of the College in their wonderful new 
campus, across Lake Washington, in 
Kirkland. It was a real pleasure to 
work with Bro. Butterfield, and the 
excellent staff of teachers. But I felt 
God was leading elsewhere. 

Johnson: What are your plans for 
the future? 

Peirce: Well, it was just a year ago 
while I was here at Bethany Park, in 
connection with Pacific Mission Villa, 
that my wife and I began to seek the 
Lord for the revealing of His will for 
our future. It was early one morning 
that God spoke to our hearts, and laid 
before us an entirely new area of work 
for Him, of the opening of Laymen’s 
Bible Institutes. He definitely laid the 
metropolitan area of Los Angeles on 
our hearts. As the plan was revealed, 
the burden of getting into the indivi- 
dual churches with systematic Bible 
teaching increased. 


Through a chain of God’s provi- 
dences we felt that He was confirm- 
ing what He had already revealed to 
our hearts. At we spoke with Dr. 
Budge, president of the Southern Cali- 
fornia College, this puan found an im- 
mediate respones in his heart, and 
from then on it seemed every door 
was opened without any effort on our 
part. So now, we have already nine 
pilot schools to begin this Fall. 

Johnson: Is this just your own proj- 
ect, Brother Peirce? 

Peirce: No, it is not, Bro. Johnson. 
After God showed us the plan, I was 
talking with Wesley Steelberg and he 
said, “Why, this is exactly what the 
Lutherans have been doing for the 
past fifteen year and now have over 
a thousand of their churches cooperat- 
ing such schools.” 

Johnson: Well, what about our As- 
semblies of God churches? 

Peirce: Well, that’s another phase of 
God’s providence. I wrote our Educa- 
tional Department at Springfield and 
told Brother Scott what had been laid 
on my heart. He replied that they 
had planned something similar, which 
they called, “Metropolitan Evening 
Schools for Adult Education.” The 
only difference between their plan 
and ours is that we feel we should get 
into as many of the churches as possi- 
ble with our schools, in order that we 
might reach the greatest possible per- 
centage of our membership. Its pretty 
hard for them to go a long way from 
home over crowded freeways to a 
centrally located institute in the even- 
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ing after having traveled miles to and 


from work that day. 


Johnson: What kind of curriculum 
do you plan to offer, Brother Peirce? 


Peirce: Basically, the Bible, of 
course, both surveys of Old and New 
Testaments, and study of certain 
books, like Roman and Ephesians; 
then our doctrinal truths, missions, 
missions, and other important Bible 
subjects. Then there will be the prac- 
tical courses in preparation for wit- 
nessing; also courses to help people 
in Christian family life, practical 
Christian living, and courses in church 
administration to help make better 
deacons, teachers and church officers. 


Johnson: How is this type of work 
going to be supported? 


Peirce: There will be a small reg- 
istration fee and tuition fees just suf- 
ficient to cover hiring of teachers and 
overhead expense. 

Johnson: When do you plan to open 
these institutes? 

Peirce: Everything is set up now for 
nine schools in nine churches, to open 
the last week in September. If we can 
get enough qualified teachers, we may 
have even more pilot schools. 

Johnson: How long will these 
schools last? And how many nights 
a week? 

Peirce: Just one night a week in 
each church and for eight consecutive 
weeks. For those churches who want 
it we will give two terms in a year, 
one in the Fall and the other in the 
Spring. At the end of each term a 
credit card will be issued to each stu- 
dent who satisfactorily completes the 
assigned work. And a certain num- 
ber of credit cards will entitle the stu- 
dent to a certificate, and later a di-

These signs of moral decay, tolerated 
by adults, cannot help but debase the 
thinking of our impressionable teen- 
ener. Yet, while they are impression- 


able, American youths are remarkably 
wise in recognizing pseudo-piety in 
adults and the sham of a society 
which condones declining morality. 

In 1957 there were nearly eight 
forcible rapes per 100,000 inhabitants 
in the United States. In 1958 this fig- 
ure increased ten and one-half per- 
cent, a forcible rape occuring every 
86 minutes! This truly shocking and 
shameful state of affairs is made even 
more deplorable by the knowledge 
that sex crimes and obscene and vul- 
gar literature often go hand in hand. 

The time for half-hearted, oblique 
action against dealers in depravity is 
past. Although their despicable trade 
reaps $500 million a year, this dia- 
bolical business is costing the Nation 
much more than money. It is robbing 
our country and particularly our 
younger generation of decency — it 
is a seed bed for delinquency among 
juveniles and depravity among all 
ages. If we are to survive morally, 
Americans must search within them- 
selves for answers to these questions: 
Have local governing authorities in- 
vestigated to ensure that laws against 
smut salesmen in their communities 
are strong enough? Is the public out- 
cry of sufficient strength to impress 
local judges with the need of defend- 
ing morality by sentencing filth pur- 
veyors to maximum terms? Are com- 
munity and civic groups cooperating 
with law enforcement authorities in 
fighting this debasing blight? 

And — above all — are good citizens 
teaching their youngsters habits and 
beliefs which will be as armor against 
the tainted temptations of muck mer- 
chants?
